President’s Report 


My Dear Brethern in Christ: 

The report that I am making covers: the period of time from 
October 1, 1924, until December 31, 1924. It will, therefore, omit 
many matters that have happened since January 1 of this year. 

The report of the Treasurer will show fairly good receipts and 
the Sunday School report will be good; other reports will not appear 
so well and yet-it will be interesting study to have this cross section 
of the year for study and suggestion. 

The President installed the Rev. C. Franklin Koch as pastor of 
Trinity Lutheran Church, Sioux City, on November 2, 1924. 

Rev. J. S. Herold, D. D., by appointment, installed the Rev. H. 
N. Thompson as pastor of the St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Fort Madi- 
son, on November 23, 1924. 

On November 18, 1924, I issued a letter of dismissal to the Rev. 
Paul J. Gerberding, to unite with the Synod of Illinois. 
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On October 25, 1924, I received a letter from the Synod of Kansas, 
dismissing to us the Rev. George J. Ehrichs. He is here for enroll- 
ment. 

On December 11, 1924, the Rev. L. C. Urlaub, of George, Iowa, 
sent me his ordination papers, as requested by the Synod. Announce- 
ment of his demitting the ministry has been published in The Luth- 
eran. 

On November 19, 1924, I appointed the Rev. J. A. Miller and the 
Rev. J. S. Leamer, D. D., to take care of the matter relative to the 
cemetery title at Princeton, Iowa. The committee has reported that 
this matter has been taken care of and that. the title now vests in the 
trustees of the church at Princeton. 


On November 14, 1924, I appoined Mr. C. S. Seifferd as special 
commisioner to take charge of the pledge of $7,000 that the Synod of 
Iowa made toward the Carthage College endowment fund. He has 

een pushing this matter and the treasurer’s report shows very good 
results. 

On December 9, 1924, a Foreign Mission Conference was held in 
Des Moines at the request of the Board. There were nine pastors pres- 
ent and about thirty represented churches of the Synod. It was ex- 
tremely cold weather but we had a great. inspirational meeting. Out 
of it grew a desire to do our part for the new Andhra College, in In- 
dia ,and also a wish to help the new mission field in China. Commit- 
tees were appointed to foster interest throughout the Synod and some 
of them have been doing good work. In this connection I am sug- 
gesting that Synod set May 10, Mother’s Day, as a special day for 
Andhra College. It seems that this a fitting day since we are pretty 
well convinced that if we can emancipate the Mothers of India, we can 
save India. This can be made a mighty appeal: for Miother’s Day. 

At the instance of the Synodical Board, I appointed Advisory 
Pastors to all vaneant charges. Rev. C. N. Swihart, D. D., to Fernald; 
Rev. Leland H. Lesher to North Liberty; Rev. J. O. Simon, D. D., to 
Ely; Rev. W. H. Blancke, D. D., to Valley Junction, and the President 
to Unity Church, Des Moines. Excellent work has been done for those 
fields and definite results will soon come from this wholesome over- 
sight. Students will care for these fields during the summer. We 
hope to have pormanent pastors by fall. 

Student Earl H. Hanson has had charge of the work at Valley 
Junction since October and up until now. This congregation has kept 
together nicely and the church attendance and the attendance at Sun- 
day School has grown. 

The Rev. J. Hamilton Dawson, Ph. D., has been supplying the Un- 
ity Church, Des Moines, since October. The growth here has been 
excellent. The departments of the church are doing good work; the at- 
tendance in church and Sunday School has grown and there is need 
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of larger quarters. The congregation has asked Dr. Dawson to be- 
come their pastor. 


The reports from the pastors of all our missions, Missouri Val- 
ley, Fort Madison, Iowa Falls, Dubuque, Davenport (St. Mark’s), 
Muscatine and Waterloo, indicate that all are in good condition and 
the congregational activities are most encouraging. The financial 
problem at Ottumwa still baffles the Synod but we patiently wait a 
proper solution and have faith that the matter will eventually be cared 
for and that we will have a most excellent. congregation in this pros- 
perous city. 


The University of Iowa is striving to establish a School of Relig- 
ion in that institution. After considerable correspondence I deemed 
it. advisable to meet their request to appoint two representaives of 
our church to meet the representatives of other denominations, that 
we might sit in on such conference and know the full import of the 
whole matter. To this work I have appointed the Rev. Holmes Dys- 
inger, D. D., L. L. D., and the Rev. C. Rollin Sherck, D. D. There has 
been no meeting so that we can have no report from these represent- 
atives. 


I would like to suggest that Synod take some steps to secure an 
equitable adjustment of our budget to the United Lutheran Church. 
It. looks as if we were being penalized for giving necessary support 
to our local work and that larger and stronger Synods are receiving 
the benefits of our benevolence. This is not fair to us, nor to them 
and our budget committee ought to be charged with the duty of seek- 
ing proper reductions in the demands made upon us and the proper 
raising of obligations on those who are not now paying their propor- 
tionate share towards the benevolences of the church 


It would be a good thing if the Synod would ask the United Luth- 
eran Church and the National Lutheran Council to, through its budget 
committee, assemble all the needs of the Church for the two years 
following the biennial meeting and put the different amounts needed 
into the budget. It is most demoralizing to have so many different 
appeals presented to our people after they had the regular budget 
presented to them. It ought to be that we can tell our people (except 
in real emergencies) that here is our budget, this is what we must 
pay this year, and it will be much easier to more than pay the budget 
than it will be to pay the budget and take up special offerings for 
objects outside the budget every month or so. We are confusing our 
people to almost distraction by these many additional appeals. 


It seems to me that there is a desire among us to renew our spirit 
of cooperation in the work of the state. There is good feeling and an 
expressed desire to do more than the Church and I have the confidence 
that every man here and that all of our people are ready to set them- 
selves to the task of making the Synod of Iowa a real force for good 
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and a true helper in advancing the kingdom of God here and every- 
where. 

I appreciate the uniform courtesy that has been given me during 
these months and hope for your continued support and especially for 
your sincere prayers that our work may be done in the spirit of the 
Christ and for his sake.

Tabitha Home 


Your Trustees of Tabitha Home, Lincoln, Nebraska, would re- 
port that the Home at present has forty-five (45) aged guests and 
forty-six (46) children; since our last report six aged died and six 
received; the aged department is always full. 

The Home has a band consisting of boys and girls in the Home, 
aged twelve and thirteen years. Also, a job printing press and equip- 
ments; a gift of H. Knowlenberg, who is now a guest of the Home. 
The Tabitha Home Messenger, which had been printed at Burlington, 
lowa, will from now on, be printed in the Home. 

The Home was well remembered last Christmas also by the lowa 
churches which was more general and generous than before. 

The Treasurer’s report, on account of the change of time for the 
meeting of Synod, does not cover the full fiscal year, which closes 
July 81. The financial statement therefore is the same as in our last 
report, which was, including contribution to building fun: Receipts 
$43,723.62; disbursements $35,436.62. (See last minutes, page 16, 
ior fuller statement.) 

The new fire proof orphanage building project is now under way. 
The building committee of the Board of Directors of which your rep- 
resentative is a member, held a meeting at the Home at Lincoln, N2- 
braska, April 24th. The architect presented an outline of the new 
proposed building, 52x130 feet, two stories, approximate cost $65,- 
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000.00. The architect was instructed to complete the specifications 
as outlined. 

To finance the new building project the home has $30,000.00 
cash and arrangements have been made to put on a financial com- 
paign at Lincoln, Nebraska, the latter part of May to raise funds for 
the new building. It is also expecied that the churches of the terri- 
tory of Tabitha will respond liberally towards the same. 

We again heartily commend Tabitha to our people and churches 
as an institution of love and mercy and worthy of liberal support, 
and make the following recommendation: | 

1. We recommend that the Synodical apportionment for the sup- 
port of Tabitha be fifteen cents (15c) per member. Also that the 
Synodical Treasure is hereby instructed to send the money direct to 
tl p treasurer of the Home. 

2. We recommend that our pastors and churches give the Home 
opportunity to secure funds in our churches for the new building.

Report of Trustees of Carthage College. 
Mr. C. S. Siefferd and Dr. H. D. Hoover addressed Synod in the 
interest of the College. Report adopted. 


Report of the Board of Trustees, Carthage College, Carthage, 
Illinois, to the Iowa Synod 


The Board of Trustees held its two meetings the past year as 
usual. The attendance at the Board meeting was good. The execu- 
tive committee takes care of a great deal of college business between 
Board meetings. The chief concern of the Trustees at this time is 
the completion of the Semi-Centennial Endowment Fund. The Ex- 
tension Secretary, Mr. C. S. Seifferd, has been devoting his entire 
time to this work. The amount assumed by the Iowa Synod, namely, 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000.00), which is confidently hoped will be 
raised and paid at a very early date. This should be done without 
fail. 

The annual finance report of the College was very satisfactory. 
Due to a limited policy, it was able to close the year without adding 
to the general debt of the College. The College is kept in splendid 
repair, in better condition, indeed, than for some years. 

Attention is called to the fact that it is necessary to keep the en- 
dowment growing in order that the College may carry on its work un- 
hampered and, perform adequately its mission as a Church College. 
There are two ways, in addition to the usual method of giving, which 
should be used more frequently to aid the College: 
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1. The investment of funds by the annuity plan. The College 
pays a splendid rate of interest on such funds, during the life time 
of the investor. The rate of interest is higher than can be secured in 
the commercial world. 

2. A larger number of bequests should be made by those who 
have of this world’s goods, particularly those who have no direct heirs. 
A college administration cannot do its best work when a larger por- 
tion of time and energy must be given to raising funds, any more than 
a farmer can do good work in plowing if at the end of each row he 
must stop to repair his plow. 

The student body has increased at a normal and healthful rate. 
We are glad to note an increase from the Iowa Synod particularly. 
Carthage, being a Church College, it is not merely an increase in num- 
bers, but what it can do in other respects also: 

1. There are now ten times as many Lutheran students in col- 
lege as there were ten years ago. ’ 

2. The character of the student body has improved very much. 
Recent alumni are making unusual records in graduate school and pro- 
fessional life. A great deal could be said on this subject. 

3. The number of candidates for the ministry is increasing and 
the atmosphere and attitude among the students regarding the pro- 
fession of the ministry is very encouraging indeed. 

The Board of Trustees, through its Executive Committee, respect- 
fully asks that the Iowa Synod support the College by urging the con- 
gregations of the Synod to give a free-will offering to the College on 
the annual day of Prayer for Colleges. We hereby recommend that 
the Synod urge our churches to make this offering in view of the fact 
that, other Synods supporting the College are giving regular annual 
support. ; | 

The members of the Synod are urged to keep the College before 
the Church as much as possible. Reputation in this case is largely 
repetition. This is an opportunity for you to serve both your Church 
and your College. :

Report of Directors to Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage 


Your members of the Board of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage 
would present the following brief report: 

The blessings) of Almighty God have been granted in abundant 
measure during the year. Many donations have been received from 
all over the territory:.the Home has remained free of debt; and en- 
dowment of $10,000 was received; while all the children remained in 
excellent health. 

Two children have been received and, not any dismissed since the 
presenting of the last report to this Synod. Seventeen boys and 
twelve girls are being cared for at the present time. Six children are 
attending Dixon high school. The attention of the Board was given 
principally to the raising of the Building Fund and the selecting of 
plans for the new buildings. An appeal for the Building Fund was 
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sent to all congregations on Nachusa territory. The response to the 
appeal was not as good as was expected. On April 1, 1925, there was 
$16,414.86 on hand in case. In addition to this amount there is on 
hand $4,150.00 in bonds and annuity which can be used in the Build- 
ing Fund, making a total of $20,564.86. 

The Board has accepted the plans for one new cottage, to <c- 
commodate sixteen children, a new school building of two rooms, and 
a new barn. As soon as the architect has the specifications prepared 
bids will be received for the erection of the cottage and schoolhouse 
and the work started immediately. Work on the barn will begin as 
soon as the material, which has been ordered, arrives. The com- 
pletion of these buildings will fiil Nachusa’s greatest need. 

The outlook for a greater Nachusa is very bright and encouraging 
and, with an increased capacity her ability to serve the chureh will 
likewise be increased. 

The term of J. S. Leamer expires with this meeting of Synod and 
his successor should be elected.

Report of Trustees to the Western Theological Seminary 
Fremont, Nebraska 


Your Trustees have to report sixteen students in the Seminary 
this year. We are pleased with the men who are now preparing for 
the ministry in our Seminary and believe that we are to have larger 
numbers from now on who will seek the ministry as a life calling. 

The “Luther Seminary” at Lincoln, Nebraska, and the Western 
Seminary are now, through committees, working out a plan by whica 
the two Seminaries may be united. We have seen the proposed basis 
of the committees but are not able to make any definite reports as to 
what will be the result at this time. That there should be but one 
Seminary on this territory, is patent to all and that that Seminary 
should be an American Seminary is just as evident and our Synod 
will, no doubt, lend its support. to any movement that will work to the 
uniting of these institutions into the Western Theological Seminary 
with its location at Fremont, Nebraska. 

The endowment. has been increased some and the library has had 
a number of new books added. The property is in excellent condition 
and the work of the institution is entirely acceptable to your Trus- 
tees.

Report of Delegates to the Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America 


The delegates who had the privilege and honor of representing the 
Iowa Synod at the Fourth Biennial Convention held at Edgewater 
Beach Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, October 21-29, 1924, beg leave to rend- 
er an account of their stewardship. 

Since the minutes of this convention have been published and dis- 
tributed to all the clerical members of the Synod, and also to a num- 
ber of the laymen, no extended report of the proceedings will be need- 
ed. 

The fact that the convention was held in a hotel, that could fur- 
nish accomodations for all delegates and visitors, and away from a 
distinctive ecclesiastical atmosphere, presented some unique features. 

The opportunities for relaxation afforded in the large corridors, 
contributed much to the freedom and general sociability and char 
acterized the time between the sessions of the convention. 

It was a great convention. Great in its personnel, great in its 
outlook and great in the work accomplished. The chief characteristic 
noted by those who have watched the progress and, internal develop- 
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ment in the United Lutheran Church since the merger was effected, 
was that towards homogeneity. 

The diverse elements and the tendencies that marked. previous 
meetings were rarely in evidence, if observed at all. Harmony and 
unanimity in decisions reached characterized all the proceedings. The 
convention took a large view of all matters presented for considera- 
tion and planned. large things for the future. For the accomplish- 
ment of these things Iowa Synod will of course do her full share. 

The only exception to the unanimity mentioned above appeared in 
connection with the resolution on war presented by the Committee on 
Moral and Social Welfare. This provoked sharp discussion. Your 
delegates presented the memorial passed by this Synod at its last 
meeting. After the adoption of the resolution as presented by the 
Committee on Moral and Social Welfare, your representatives, along 
with more than thirty others, signed a paper expressing their dis- 
sent from. the action taken by the convention, claiming that all ref- 
erence to the right of war should be omitted from the resolution. 

The budget of the U. L. C. for 1926 and 1927 is not contained in 
the published minutes and therefore not included in this report. 

The proposed amendment to this constitution of the United Luth- 
eran Church found on pages 24 and 48 in the,published minutes from 
Chicago Convention will call fcr action from this body.

Report of Synodical Board presented and adopted, seriatim. 

The first five items and item seven were adopted by motion. By 
motion item six was acted upon by ballot. Item adopted. Report 
adopted as a whole. 


Report of the Synodical Board 

The first meeting of the Synodical Board of the Synod of Iowa, 
U. L. C. A., was held November 12, 1924, in St. John Lutheran church, 
Rev. A. B. Leamer, D. D., pastor, Des Moines, Iowa. 

Two additional meetings were held by the Board in St. John’s 
Church January 26, 1925, and April 14, 1925, and one just preceding 
this meeting of Synod. 

- Besides the regular and routine business taken care of, the Board 
acted upon the following matters of special interest. 

1. The adjustment of a thousand dollar ($1,000.00) note held 
against the Mission at Ottumwa. After much correspondence and sev- 
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eral visits Mr. Lee D. Koser, who had been special agent to act for 
the Board secured an agreement with the holders of the note to settle 
for six hundred dollars ($600.00), this amount to be supplied from 
funds held in trust by Synod, with the understanding that the congre- 
gation guarantee to repay Synod the six hundred dollars ($600.00) in 
five annual payments of one hundred twenty dollars ($120.00) each. - 
The Council of the congregation being unwilling to furnish such guar- 
' antee, the matter is at a standstill. 

2. The President was authorized to appoint advisory pastors for 
the several vacant pastorates, whose duty should be to assist in pro- 
viding services and securing pastors for such congregations. 

3. The Board authorized the President of Synod to send laymen 
to vacant congregations to hold occasional services. 

4. The President was instructed to arrange with C. S. Seifferd, 
Extension Secretary of Carthage College, for the collecting of unpaid 
and new pledges for Carthage College endowment fund, with the un- 
derstanding that all monies secured should apply upon the pledge of 
seven thousand ($7,000.00) given the Illinois Synod by the Synod of 
lowa. 

5. After mature consideration and correspondence with the pas- 
tor and people of the Tipton congregation Synod was released from its 
agreement to hold the next regular meeting of the Synod with them. 
The Board accepted the invitation from pastor and people of the Me- 
morial Lutheran Church, Nevada, and fixed the time on April 28, 29 
and 30, 1925. 

6. The most important task assigned to the Board by Synod was 
the selection of a man for permanent president. 

At the first. meeting of the Board, held November 12, 1924, a 
committee was appointed consisting of W. H. Blancke, D. D., Henry 
A. Mohl and Lee D. Koser. After due deliberation this committee 
presented its report to the Board at the meeting held April 14, 1925, 
and the Rev. A. B. Leamer, D. D., was chosen for this responsible po- 
sition. 

7. The application for aid from Unity of Des Moines, and the 
Church of Valley Junction were approved and recommended to the 
favorable consideration of the General Board.

Motion prevailed that next meeting of Synod be held the first 
week in May 1926.

Missionary Society to be held in St. John’s Church, Des Moines, in 
1926, was received, and by motion adopted unanimously. | 
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Report of Committee on Inner Missions and Coordination present- 
ed, and by motion adopted. 


Report of Inner Mission and Co-Ordination Committee 
The Inner Mission and Co-Ordination Committee did not function 
as a committee for their term of three months, but rejoice in the Inner 
Mission work as carried on by a number of the congregations. 
This work of the Synod should be coordinated in sueh a way that 
greater efficiency may be accomplished.

1. Iowa Synod must asume her moral obligation to U. L. C., 
which is, as we conceive it, to agree to pay and pay the average 
amount per confirmed member, applying to the entire U. L. C. We 
recommend that this amount, namely, thirteen thousand two hundred 
fifty dollars ($13,250.00), be paid by Iowa Synod during 1925, as evi- 
dence of our willingness to do that which is our fair share.

The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa met in its Seventieth 
Annual Convention in Grace Lutheran church, Muscatine, Iowa, Rev. 
T. F. Weiskotten, pastor, October 7th, 1924, at 2:00 p. m. 


First Session 

Devotional service, led by Rev. J. S. Leamer, D. D. 

Formal opening of the synod, by Rev. C. N. Swihart, D. D. 

On motion synod adjourned, to p2rmit the calling of a meeting of 
the Ministerium 

Upon the adjournment of the Ministerium, synod reconvened at 
the call of the president. 

Recommendations of the Minister:um to synod were read by Rev. 
W. H. Blancke, D. D. ist, that Revs. C. Franklin Koch and G. N. 
Thompson be accepted as members of synod. 2nd, that Licentiate 
George J. Ehrich, of the Synod of Kansas, a graduate of the Chicago 
Lutheran seminary, be enrolled as a member of this synod immediate- 
ly upon his ordination by the Synod of Kansas. Recommendations 
adopted. 

Report of committee on credentials read and adopted. 

Motion prevailed that Mrs. August Johnson, of the American 
Lutheran church of Missouri Valley, be invited to sit as an advisory 
member of synod. 

Report of the special committee on the revision of the constitu- 
tion of synod, presented by Rev. J. O. Simon D. D. and adopted 
seriatim. 

On motion synod adjourned with prayer by Rev. Geo. F. Weisling. 


Second Session, Tuesday Evening, 7:30 

At this service the annual synodical sermon was preached by 
President C. N. Swihart D. D. and the synodical Communion service 
held. 

The Liturgical services of Confession and Absolution were con- 
ducted by Pastor Weiskotten, and the Communion administered by the 
president and secretary of synod. 

The delegates to the Woman’s Missionary convention participated 
in this service. 

Third Session, Wednesday morning, 8:30 

Devotional service led by Rev. L. H. Lesher. 
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Business session opened with prayer by Holmes Dysinger, D. D. 

Roll call. The minutes of previous sessions read, corrected and 
approved. 

President’s report read and by motion referred to proper com- 
mittee. 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

Fathers and Brethern: ‘Grace to you and peace from God our ~ 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

For the second time the Synod of Iowa is privileged to meet with 
Grace Lutheran Church of Muscatine. However this time under very 
different conditions than in 1917. Now we are meeting in a splendid 
new church building dedicated this year. We deem this a special 
pleasure and it is our fondest hope that this congregation and the 
convention will have a mutual blessing in this gathering. 

This convention is not alone a time and place set apart for anal- 
ysing and hearing reports for the past year, as needful as this may 
be, but the purpose should primarily be to give to each of us a deep- 
er spiritual conception of the conditions we are face to face with, 
and the grace needed to carry on the work intrusted to us that His 
kingdom may be triumphantly victorious in the years yet to come. 

As president, I hereby submit to the 70th Annual Convention a 
record of such official acts and information as is deemed wise in 
such a report.

The corner stone laying of Grace Lutheran Chuch of Muscatine 
was on October 14, 1923, and the new church dedicated on February 
10th, 1924. A description of this beautiful church is not needful 
since each of you may take a few moments at your leisure and inspect 
the work accomplished. The dedication services were attended 
by large numbers. 


Vacancies 

Fernald has been vacant for one year. However it has been a 
year of progress and splendid achievement. Special activity has been 
carried forward in the Church School. 

Just now the congregation under the supervision of the Ladies 
Aid is remodeling their church building. The building has been moved 
an addition being built on and a basement placed under the entire 
structure. This will greatly improve the property and add much to 
the efficiency of the work of the congregation. We hope that at an 
early date this congregation may be ready to call a pastor. 

Valley Junction: This congregation has been vacant since Feb- 
ruary 1, 1924. The leaving of their pastor was greatly regretted by 
- all. The supplies during this time have been under the direction of 
Dr. A: B. Leamer. The church is greatly in need of a regular pastor. 

Unity: East Des Moines became vacant the first of October, 
1924. This is a very promising field and a strong church on the east 
side is the prophecy of all who know the situation. A pastor is 
needed at once to conserve the work already accomplished and carry 
forward what has already been so well begun. 

North Liberty, Ely and Douds are places that need attention. 
They are somewhat similar in their conditions. If no regular pastor 
can be secured for them, we hope regular supervision may be exer- 
cised over them by some pastor located in their vicinity. 
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Conference of Presidents 


Your president attended this meeting, January 29-30, in Harris- 
burg, Pa. All the presidents of the constituent synods were present 
with the exception of two. The topics discussed had to do with the 
problems of individual synods. The following were discussed to the 
benefit of all present: 

Salaried president, the use of Synodical Bulletin, Educational work 
in the congregation, securing men for the ministry, the work of the 
Brotherhood, Luther League and other organizations, Synodical and 
congregational finances, church councils, representation of different 
boards at Synodical meetings, Orthodoxy and faithfulness of pastors, 
Evangelism, every member canvass, the change of the meeting of the 
U. L. C. A. from fall to the spring. All of these and other subjects 
were discussed with profit. 

Your president was also called in conference with the presidents 
of the Il., Wartburg, and North Western Synods. Thes2 officsrs met 
in conjunction with the Executive committee of Carthage college. 


Congregational Items 

The Missions will be referred to in the Mission report. 

The past year seems to have been one of encouragement for 
most of our congregations. While a number have not reported any- 
thing special, yet we believe that all have been active and doing 
good work. 

Tipton reports progress all along the line. A daily Vacation 
Bible School was conducted this past summer with gratifying results. 
This church also held a week-day school of religion. These two items 
are of vital importance to every congregation. With the good gain 
in membership and fine showing financially, there is every reason to 
think of Tipton as no more on the dying list but very much alive. 

Trinity of Sioux City had their church beautifully decorated this 
past summer. The decorations harmonize with the windows. 

St. John’s, Des Moines, Church redecorated at a cost of $1,000.00. 
The parsonage has been painted. The pastor reports a new hat and a 
new automobile tire, both essential for the success of a congregation. 

Nevada: Walls of the parsonage decorated with paint. Contract 
let for a Moller pipe organ to be installed this fall. Contract also let 
for the entire decoration and painting of the church, cost, $5,000. 


Iowa Notes 
Notes of the Iowa Synod have appeared in the Lutheran more or 
less frequently the past year. Dr. A. B. Leamer has reported them as 
they have been reported to him. We would suggest that our pastors 
make a special effort to report items of interest, so that there might 
be some notes once a month in the Lutheran from the Iowa Synod. 
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Finances 
The Treasurer will indicate that more regularity has been ob- 
served this past year in the sending of benevolences . An increased 
amount to U. L. C. A. is most gratifying. 


Carthage College 

The year has been a strenuous one in arranging and meeting the 
offer of Mr. Henry Denhart. He has been most patient and generous 
and the College is to reap a great benefit because of this. The IIl. 
Synod came to the rescue valiantly to meet the conditions. This 
Synod in turn hopes the hearty co-operation of the other bodies will 
be forthcoming. We believe that when the report is made at this 
convention, there will be much to encourage and stimulate future ac- 
tivity in making Carthage the intstitution she ought and can be. 


Recommendations 

1 That we acknowledge our gratitude to God for his overruling 
providence in sparing our lives and giving success to his work. 

2 That a suitable memorial be made of the passing from our 
midst of the Rev. J.. A. Kissel. 

3 That we give our hearty endorsement to The Every Member 
Canvass in co-operation as far as possible with the plans of the U. 
TOA, 

4 That the Church and Parish School be given the recognition 
and emphasis deserved by a work so vital to the growth and develop- 
ment of the congregation. 

5 That the Synod and each congregation make a special study 
and effort to raise the standard of loyalty and faithfulness of the 
members of the church to the regular hours appointed for worship 
and service. 

In conclusion we wish to express our hearty and sincere apprecia- 
tion of your loyal co-operation during the past year. With the end- 
ing of the Synodical Supt. office the work of the president became 
more strenuous. However the time and the effort has been given 
freely on the part of each called upon to assist. This has made the 
year a pleasant one. Yet we realize that a pastor in charge of a con- 
gregation has his limitations and some things are left undone. My 
prayer is that God may continue to bless the Iowa Synod and that 
my successor may have the kind consideration shown to me.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Executive Committee held three meetings during the year 
1924, all of them in St. John’s Ev. Lutheran church, Des Moines, Ia. 
Rev. A. B. Leamer, D.D., pastor, Feb. 11; May 28; and Sept. 11. 

Rev. Paul R. Clouser, Secretary of Synod, having removed out of 
the bounds of synod the office was declared vacant, and Rev. J. M. 
Herbst was appointed to fill out the unexpired term. 

By motion the President of synod was instructed to send question- 
aires to all congregations of synod to ascertain the number of con- 
tributing and communing members in each. 

The President reported that arrangements had been made with 
Mr. Paul E. Schmidt, a student from this synod, now a graduate of 
the Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary, to secure his ordination 
to the Gospel ministry by the Pacific Lutheran synod. 

An appeal from Clifford Larson, a prospective candidate for the 
Lutheran ministry, now a student in Parsons college, through Rev. 
D. P. Blair, of Fairfield, for $100.00 was received. By motion said 
appeal was referred to- the Committee on Ministerial Education with 
power to act. 

By motion October 7 to 10, 1924, was fixed upon as the time for 
the regular meeting of the synod. 

By motion the communing membership list was fixed upon as the 
basis for the budgeting of the benevolences to the several congrega- 
tions of synod. Said list to consist of those who had communed at 
least once during the year, and had contributed to the expenses of 
the church, unless excused by the church council. 


Recommendations 

1 That we pledge our loyal support to Carthage College. 

2 That we recognize the splendid: work being done by the West- 
ern Theological Seminary, that we cooperate with the faculty in se- 
curing more men for the ministry, that we urge financial support of 
the institution in the amount of not less than $1.00 per member, 
that the Treasurer of synod be instructed to pay to the Seminary 
$100.00. 
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3 That the President of synod be placed on part pay; the amount 
to be fixed by the Executive Committee, and suitable arrangements 
be made with the congregation, of which the President is pastor. 

4 That the synodical year be changed so as to end Dec. 31st, 
and that the synodical convention begin the 1st Tuesday in May. 

5 That plans be made to secure if possible an increase of 10 
per cent in communicant membership for the entire synod. 

6 That 50 cents per capita be paid out of the funds of synod for 
the Daily Lutheran that is to be published at Chicago for the dura- 
tion of the convention of the U. L. C. and said paper sent to all cler- 
ical members of synod and as far as possible to one layman in each 
congregation. ee 

7 That delegates to the convention of the U. L. C. be allowed 
$3.00 per day on expenses. 

8 That expenses of the Treasurer of synod, as paid out for re- 
ceipt books and stamped envelopes, in the sum of $31.49 be allowed. ~ 

9 That the Treasurer of synod be allowed $25.00 for services and 
expenses connected with his office. 

10 That the President of synod be allowed $50.00 for services 
and expenses in connection with Mission congregations. 

11 That we heartily favor the effort of the Woman’s Missionary 
society to a total amount of $3,000.00 as a Jubliee fund and urge all 
our congregations whether having any missionary organization or 
not, to cooperate in the effort. 

Motions prevailed that Recommendation No. 3 be referred to a 
special committee, and that No. 4 be divided. On motion first phrase 
of No. 4 was adopted, and the second phrase referred to the Synod- 
ical Board with instructions to fix time of meeting of synod between 
Feb. 15th, and June 15th, 1925. 

With these emendations the report as a whole was adopted. 

By motion Rev. F. U. Gift, D. D., was invited to address synod 
in the interests of the Board of Deaconess work.

Report of Tabitha Home read and adopted. 


TABITHA HOME 

The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees of Tabitha Home, 
Lincoln, Nebraska, Rev. E. Walter, Superintendent, was held at the 
Home on September 11, 1924. The fiscal year closed July 31. The 
Superintendent’s annual report was gratifying and showed the help- 
ing hand of God in times of need and that Tabitha is performing a 
true mission of love. The Superintendent considered it the best year 
of the twelve of the present management. During the year the home 
had 110 guests, 56 children and 54 aged and infirm who found shelter 
and care in the home. 

The orphanage department cared for 56 children (30 boys and 26 
girls), 14 were received and 21 dismissed; while they had some sick- 
ness and two needed surgical operations in the hospital; the home 
still enjoys the privilege of not being obliged to report death in the 
orphanage. 

The aged department had 54 guests, 82 men and 22 women. 
Among the aged guests is the Rev. F. H. Kuhlman, 95 years, the old- 
est Lutheran minister in the United Lutheran Church, and the second 
Lutheran minister to begin work in the state of Nebraska. During 
the year seven of the aged passed on to their Heavenly Home. 

The Home has an unusually large number in the aged department 
who are feeble and helpless, who require special care and attention. 
Of the 56 children, 26 are under the age of six years. With this con- 
dition the home requires extra and special help. 

The employes of the home, outside of the Superintendent and his 
assistant, Sister Ida, are 18 women and 3 men. This help is giving 
efficient service. 

The treasurer’s report showed that during the fiscal year the 
receipts were $43,723.62; disbursements $35,435.62. During the year 
the home received in bequests $9,185.89. The balance sheet of July 
31, 1924, based on conservative estimate by an auditing firm of Chi- 
cago, and after deducting the depreciation of the property, showed 
an asset of $105,682.00. 
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The New Building fund has now $27,000 and $15,000 unpaid 
pledges. The Midland College campaign and the campaign of the 
Martin Luther Seminary interfered with the progress of the New 
Building fund. The new building should be erected as soon as pos- 
sible, not later than next summer. The need of this new fire proof 
building for the orphans is evident when we state that during the 
last year the home had more than two hundred applications for child- 
ren and more than three hundred for aged. With the new building 
for the orphans, all of the present building can be devoted to the aged. 

We heartily commend Tabitha to our peaple and churches as an 
institution of love and mercy, and worthy of their liberal support and 
make the following recommendations. 

1. We recommend that the synodical apportionment for the sup- 
port of the Tabitha Home for the ensuing year be 10 cents per mem- 
ber. Also that the synodical treasurer is hereby instructed to send 
the money direct to J. F. Krueger, treasurer of the home. 

2. We recommend that our churches give the home an oppor- 
tunity in securing funds for the same.

The report of the annual convention of the State Luther League 
read by Rev. D. P. Bair. Adopted. 


Report of the Luther League of the Evangelical Synod of Iowa 

| October 6, 1924 

The young people of your church, the organized youth of the 
Synod of Iowa, respectfully submit this report. 
| The Luther League has been accepted as part of the United Luth- 
eran Church in America.’ We are part of the Church, with a definite 
share in the work. If we have faithfully performed our tasks we re- 
spectfully request your approbation; if we have failed we deserve 
your censure. 

The paramount reason for the existence of the Luther League 
is the keeping of the young people interested in our church. If our 
young people drop away thru lack of interest it is because there is no 
definite, tangible work towards which they can devote their energies. 
Telling a crowd of high school students and other young folks of like 
age that their church needs them—and then letting it go at that—is 
both insufficient and futile. The Luther League gives them a means 
of organization; then leads them onward toward education, training 
and service. 

At our Twentieth Annual Convention this summer we adopted a 
change in our Constitution which definitely outlines our objectives. 
As general objectives we encourage the formation of young people’s 
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societies in all congregations of the United Lutheran Church in lowa, 
and urge their affiliation with the Iowa League. In our local leagues 
we endeavor to stimulate Christian activity and to foster a spirit of 
loyalty to the Church thru daily Bible reading and weekly devotional 
meetings, together with regular church attendance. Our schedule of 
lessons include a consecutive, orderly study of our Lutheran missions, 
and we urge definite missionary work by our local Leagues. It is 
also provided that at least once.a year in every local there shall be a 
definite appeal for recruits for the ministry and the diaconate; the 
Luther League being the true recruiting ground for future ministers 
of the Church. 


Enough for an introduction: I shall endeavor to give you in 
brief an account of what we have done this year, what Synod had 
done for us, and what might be done in the future. 

We have become part of the Synod of Iowa. At the 1923 Synod 
a recommendation was passed that Synod manifest by record and deed 
her special interest and cooperation with the Luther League of Iowa. 
If we continue to do our utmost to keep the young people interested 
in the Church, we-expect Synod to maintain its interest in the League. 

Our 1924 Convention, held at Cedar Rapids, in August, witnessed 
the registration of just double the number of delegates that came to 
the 1923 Convention; and among these delegates were six visiting 
pastors from our Iowa Synod, whereas in former years we have usual- 
ly had but one or two, other than the local pastor. Last year at Synod 
a second resolution was passed that the pastors of Synod make a 
special effort to attend the League Conventions; we appreciate the 
attendance of our pastors this year and hope to be equally favored 
in 1925. In this Gasoline Age we hope many pastors will be able te 
see their way clear to come to Dubuque next year for our Convention. 

Only six of our present fifteen leagues were members of the 
Iowa League back in 1920. We have added two or three a year; this 
past year we welcomed into membership the leagues of Tipton and 
Fairfield. Synod voted last year that steps be taken to make each 
local league automatically a part of the Synodical League. This 
would be rather an autocratic step to take; we would prefer to have 
the leagues apply of their own accord. However, an occasional kindly 
word from the pastors to their local leagues urging their affiliation 
with the Iowa League would certainly help us considerably, and we 
ask that you do this if you really consider the work of the Iowa 
League worth while. 


Now we come to the interesting part: FINANCES. For the 
first time in years our fiscal year ended with a balance in the treas- 
ury and all debts paid. The Luther League of Iowa doesn’t owe any- 
one a cent. We received $50 from Synod last year and certainly ap- 
preciate the appropriation. We were somewhat hesitant in consider- 
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ing asking for a second appropriation this time, in view of our im- 
proved financial status, but after taking into account that the great 
majority of our members are not wage-earners and that the work of 
the League is, in analysis, the work of the Church, our Convention 
voted that we again request Synod for an appropriation. When we 
succeed in enrolling twenty local societies into our Synodical organ- 
ization, we shall not only be self supporting but shall also be in a po- 
sition to give for the causes of the Church. 

As a minor point of cooperation, the report of our delegate last 
year was printed in the minutes of Synod. We trust that this helped 
to keep the Luther League fresh in the minds of our pastors. It was 
also provided that the minutes of our convention this year be printed 
with those of Synod, and we wish to heartily thank you for this 
honor. 

As a final request we ask that Synod again appoint some one to 
meet with the Luther League Executive Committee, both to help us 
plan our work and to give us the sanction of Synod in our plans. To 
quote from Matthew: “The disciple is not greater than his master,” 
and neither is the League superior, but rather subject, to the Synod. 

There is a great future before the lowa League—if we have work- 
ers and money and the support of the pastors. Will Synod help us?

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RECEPTION OF 
NEW CONGREGATIONS 


Your committee on the reception of new congregations beg leave 
to report that Unity Evangelical Lutheran church, Des Moines, Iowa, 
was organized June 20, 1924, with about 65 charter members. They 
have adopted the constitution recommended by the United Lutheran 
Church and have made formal application thru the President to be- 
come a member of the Synod of Iowa of the United Lutheran Church.

Report of the Trustees of Carthage College received. 


Repert of the Trustees of Carthage College 


Another year of successful achievement has passed in the work 
of Carthage College. Your representatives on the College Board 
present the following items of interest: 

1. Carthage College during this year has maintained its stand- 
ing as a class “A” institution according to the standards of the Amer- 
ican Association of Colleges. It is the only College in the United 
Lutheran Church having been accorded this recognition. 

2. In June 1924, the fiftieth commencement, a class of forty- 
eight young men and women was graduated. The addresses of the 
day being delivered by the Rev. J. M. Cromer, D. D., of Casper, Wyo., 
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who was the first graduate of Carthage, having been a member of 
the class of 1874. Dr. McKee, head of the department of chemistry 
of Columbia University, a former teacher at Carthage, was also a 
speaker at this commencement. Two members of this class, young 
ladies, have been commissioned Missionaries to India. Five young 
men are attending Theological Seminaries. - 

3. The budget for this year, for the first time in a good many 
years, and very likely for the first time in the history of the College, 
has been kept under the estimated income for the year 1924 and 1925. 

4. The faculty remains practically the same as last year, except 
that Dr. Evjen has left to accept the Chair of Bible History at Ham- 
ma Divinity School and Rev. Clarence Hightower, Alumni Secretary, 
who resigned to accept a call to the pastorate at Mt. Morris, Illinois. 

5. Endowment conditions are very good. This subject, however, 
will be covered by the Extension Secretary, Mr. C. S. Sifferd. 

6. Having learned that the Illinois Synod has assumed $35,000.00 
in behalf of the Synods on Carthage College territory to meet the Den- 
hart offer at the termination of the period, it is recommended that 
$7000 be considered a fair proportion as our share in meeting this 
obligation, and that we, the Synod of Iowa, obligate ourselves to se- 
cure this amount on or before Aug. 1, 1929. It is urged that all 
monies as may be secured shall be paid in promptly so as to avoid 
payment of interest as much as possible. And that Ex. Com. is here- 
by directed to provide and execute a plan to carry out these recom- 
mendations. 

7. The following item will be of interest as affecting the student 
enrollment for this year, which is 294. The enrollment a year ago 
was 240, a gain of 54. If the same increase during this year should 
occur, as last, then will be considerably over 300 enrolled in college 
classes. 

It will thus be seen that the enrollment in the College is greater 
than at any time in the fifty-four years of its history, and the out- 
look for continued growth and for continued usefulness to the Church 
is brighter than at any time.

Report of the trustees of the Nachusa Orphanage received and 

adopted. 
The Report 

Your trustees would report that the temporal and spiritual bless- 
ings which have attended Nachusa Orphange in the years past have 
again received during the year just ending. 

Nachusa is being supported more and more each year by new . 
congregations and friends as they become. acquainted with the work 
of the Home. They are realizing in greater numbers that Nachusa 
is a home for dependent children of the United Lutheran Church in 
this part of the country. 

The farm has produced bountifully; the health of the children 
has been excellent; donations valued at hundreds of dollars have been 
received; the financial condition was splendid during the year. 

The one sad fact the Home has again had to face was lack of room 
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to accommodate other needy children. This condition we believe will 
soon be changed. The first step toward raising a $75,000.00 building 
fund has been taken in the distributing of 30,000 small banks among 
all Sunday school scholars on Nachusa territory. It is hoped to raise 
a large sum in this way. The call will come to all pastors on the 
territory to place the appeal for a greater Nachusa before their peo- 
ple at the opportune time during the months of October, November or 
December. Literature for distribution among all church members 
will be sent out. Whether or not the work of extension shall be done 
will depend upon the pastors, as no high pressure, short time cam- 
paign will be conducted. 

The term of Rev. W. A. Wolgemuth as trustee from this synod 
expires with this meeting and his successor should be elected. 

The committee on Parish and Church Schools presented its re- 
port. 


Report of Committee on Parish and Church Schools 

Your Committee feels that the work referred to by the name of 
this committee is of the utmost importance and worthy of continu- 
ous systematic cultivation under the direction of a co-ordinating com- 
mittee such as is contemplated by the appointment of this committee, 
there fore be it resolved: 

1. That this synod annually appoint a standing committee of at 
feast three members, known as the Committee on Parish and Church 
Schools. 

2. That this committee contain one member from each of the - 
two conferences and one member at large. 

3. That one member be designated Synodical Secretary of 
Young People’s work, another designated Synodical Secretary of 
Church Schools, and another Synodical Secretary of Boys’ Work. 

4, That this Synod recommends the establishment of Daily Va- 
cation Schools and Week day Church Schools, as fast as possible these 
schools to be under the supervision of Lutheran directors as far as 
is practicable. 

6. That this Synod encourages the attendance of our Sunday 
School workers upon the Convention of the Sunday School Council 
of Religious Education and also that they avail themselves of the ad- 
vantages offered by such schools as the Training School of Religious 
Education held at Oskaloosa, Iowa.

7. That we believe that the state-wide. Sunday School contest 
has grown old, that by another year the interest will have waned. 
Therefore, we believe the cup should be given permanently to the 
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school which shows the greatest proportion of increase during the 
next year.

Report of the Missions Committee of synod, received. 


Report of the Missions Committee 

Your committee, consisting of the President, Rev. A. B. Leamer, 
D. D., W. H. Blancke, D. D., Mr. Geo. A. Klove and Mr. Lee D. Koser, 
held four meetings during the past year. The Synodical Superintend- 
ent closed his work Feb. 1, 1924, after which time the President was 
asked to receive quarterly reports and take charge of such clerical 
work as the superintendent had formerly performed. The reports of 
the several missions are very gratifying and such progress has been 
made as to cause a spirit of encouragement. As a committee we have 
the following to report: 


St. Mark’s, Davenport 
Not only does Davenport come first alphabetically, but it stands 
first in the wonderful progress made this year. There were fifty in-— 
fants and children baptized. There were 120 adults accessions, 46 of 
them by adult’ baptism, making a total of 340 confirmed members, 
with the attendance of over 225. The Sunday School has reached an 
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enrollment of 450 with the average attendance of between 350 and 
400. The congregational expenses amounted to $6356.00. 


Unity, Des Moines 

The work on the east side started about one year ago now under 
the direction of our former Synodical Superintendent, has given evi- 
dence of the wisdom of the beginning of this work in this very im- 
portant field. The pastor received into the church 26 children by 
baptism, 65 adults into communicant membership, and 96 others added 
to the Sunday School, making the total nearing the 200 mark. This 
mission was organized January 20, 1924. The handicap of holding | 
services in the old hospital building and later in the school house was 
removed by the mission securing a fine property located at 33rd and 
Garfield. This building was dedicated in June, at which time the 
General Superintendent, Dr. Harold, and Dr. W. H. Biancke wer> 
present. The bungalow residence was altered and they now have a 
splendid equipment for the carrying on of their work. The total cost 
of this property was $650000. Since February last the building fund 
receipts have amounted to $1441.00, $600.00 of which has been paid 
on the indebtedness, leaving the present mortgage at $5900.00. All 
bills have been paid up to date and nearly $2200.00 in cash received 
during the past year. The pastor, Rev. Paul J. Gerberding, resigned 
at the annual congregational meeting held in September 30th, to take 
effect immediately. The future for this mission with its fine prop- 
erty and good location is most hopeful. 


St. Mark’s, Dubuque 

The year has been a good one in harmony and progress. Thirteen 
were added to the membership. Fourteen children were bapt zed. 
The Wednesday night worship from October to June had an average. 
attendance of 85. A brick vencer parsonage of seven rooms and a 
brick veneer garage were built at a cost of $10,000.00. The congre- 
gation raised some $3084.00 toward this debt. The rest is carried 
in notes at six per cent. The steps at the main entrance of the 
church had to be rebuilt at a cost of $165.00. This also included 
heavy concrete water basins and troughs at the northeast corner of 
the church. The new year is bright with hope for this little mission 
congregation. 


Fort Madison 

St. Paul’s Mission is fortunate in having a new pastor in the 
person of Rev. H. N. Thompson. The conditions in this city have been 
most unfavorable for any advance in the work, because of strike con- 
ditions and removals from the membership. This membership with an. 
indebtedness of $5500.00 on its splendid property should have the 
hearty support and encouragement deserving to carry’on its work to 
a final and complete victory. 
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Evangelical, Iowa Falls 

Prospects in this active mission are brighter than at any time in 
the past two years. The pastor reports all bills paid save one of 
$30.00. All departments in good condition and balances in all the 
treasuries. Mr. and Mrs. Sawyer, who have recently moved to Fre- 
mont, the former to enroll in the Western Theological Seminary, left 
a very noticeable vacancy. These two people were most faithful, 
loyal and efficient workers. The congregation is glad to have them 
go and feel confident of their greater usefulness in the church. The 
mission reports at this time 83 confirmed members. The debt at 
present is $6000.00. $440.00 was paid during the year. A special ef- 
fort is being planned to reduce this indebtedness next Easter. 


St. Paul’s, Missouri Valley 

This mission is still without a church home. Plans are under 
way for the construction of a new church. The handicap of holding 
services in the afternoon and the city also suffering from strike con- 
ditions, has made this work very difficult. We commend the pastor 
and the people for the good work done and hope that the future will 
show the wisdom of being faithful in times of discouragement. The 
mission now reports 103 confirmed members and an enrollment of 76 
in the Sunday school. 


Grace Lutheran Church, Muscatine 

Our Synodical body is in a position to say something of progress 
made by this mission. We rejoice in the beautiful church which they 
now have. May it be a great inspiration to both pastor and people 
for renewed efforts in enlarging and strengthening Zion. This mis- 
sion reports the raising of $17,545.91 during the past year. $11,545.00 
of this amount came from within the congregation, $6000.00 from the 
community. $4000.00 is outstanding in pledges. When this latter 
*’ amount shall have been paid, all indebtedness save the $14,000.00 
mortgage loan will have been met. Even with this heavy financial 
burden the mission is taking another step toward reducing the amount 
asked from the Mission Board. We are hopeful that this will become 
one of the outstanding congregations in the city and Synod. 


St. Mark’s, Ottumwa 

This mission is still battling with financial problems, but great 
progress has been reported during the past year than for some time. 
We rejoice in the advancement of this mission and hope that it may 
soon be able to accomplish greater things in this field. The present 
confirmed membership numbers 93. The average attendance in the 
Sunday School has nearly doubled during the past year. A small re- 
duction is asked from the General Board. 
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Valley Junction 
This mission has been referred to in the President’s report as be- 
ing vacant since February lst. The work has been carried on under 
difficulties since that time. The committee, however, is hopeful of 
securing a pastor for this important field. 


Waterloo 

This mission is also asking for a less amount from the Board. 
In asking this it requires real faith on the part of the people and 
pastor. ° However, they wish to show in a tangible way their real 
purpose in becoming self supporting. The church has been rededi- 
cated and a handsome brass cross installed on the alter. The Sunday 
School has been graded and individual class space provided for the 
classes. Several of the most capable families were lost by removal 
from the city. Twenty-seven adults were received during the year 
and they report an increase of 12 per cent in communicant member- 
ship. This congregation is one of the three or four who paid their 
apportionment regularly and in full. 

The future of our synod is to be largely determined by our in- 
terest and support for the new and older missions of our territory. 
We believe a brighter day will soon dawn for a greatly increased 
number of churches in the Synod of Iowa.

The President’s Report 
Dear Friends and Co-Workers: 

In gratitude to God for guidance by His Wisdom and care, we 
come in this, our FIFTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION. 

The past year has been full of inspiration and blessed opportunity. 
Our program has been a large one and we feel safe to say we will 
never be satisfied to do small things and where we have improved 
our opportunities, we ask God’s blessing to attend our efforts, and 
implore His gracious guidance and blessing in coming days. 

In the years in which we have served you in this capacity, we 
have been assisted by an able group of officers ,each not only eager 
to efficiently perform the duties of her own office, but willing to 
render us whatever assistance was in her power. To them we wish 
to express our appreciation of their encouragement and help. 

I also wish to acknowledge my debt of gratitude to the members 
of our different organizations for their whole-hearted support in all 
the work that has come before you. 

We have written many letters and sent many messages but have 
been fully repaid for the returned messages and splendid co-operation 
which encourages one greatly. 

Our Treasurer will tell you that almost, if not altogether, four 
thousand dollars has passed through her hands. This is splendid for 
it means while we have taken up our “Special Jubilee Fund” it has 
not depleted the general work, thus giving us a good standing with 
our general society. 

Perhaps the “Thank Offering” did not quite meet our expecta- 
tion. Can we advance that in 1925, the Fiftieth Birthday of our or- 
ganization? May we have a Thank Offering of $1000.00? How can 
we, this anniversary year, celebrate it better than by showing our 
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thankfulness, by bringing our best? It is gratifying indeed that 
there is scarcely a society but has a Public Thank Offering Meeting 
and in this way bring this great and growing work before all the 
members of the Church. 

Just a few words about “Our Special,” as Mrs. Leamer will give 
you the details in full. It is very gratifying to note the spirit of 
hearty cooperation and support this new work of ours has received 
throughout the state. We wish we knew more about the work Miss 
Ellen Schuff has taken up, but it is still in its infancy and we believe 
God has directed us in this plain path of duty. We do not make this 
Fund a burden and do not wish you to feel that you must do it, but 
rather have you feel as one expressed it, “Why that is a real work, 
and I am interested in it because I know we are working for a big 
worthy cause.” . 


We wish to make another plea for your cooperation in organiz- 
ing young peoples societies. A pastor who values the suggestions 
that come from his people recently asked a group of his young folks 
to discuss the relation of the church to-youth and just what youth 
did expect from the church. After a somewhat lengthy and careful 
discussion they brought in a rather unusual set of findings of which 
the following is the summary: Said they: 


The church owes us a job. The church owes us inspiration to do 
the job and the church owes the training that will enable us to do 
the job. 

Our church, like all other churches, who have caught the vision 
of World Service must know that much money will be required for 
the doing of this great task, but they should be just as obvious that 
a great force of workers will be required. 

Youth has a right to demand the training needed, so that it may 
accomplish the tasks which the church has for it to do. 


Youth has a right to ask the church for a job. They can only 
learn how to do by doing. We believe our church is feeling the need 
more and more of training the youth and we commend the many 
churches who have daily vacation Bible Schools. But we also ask 
our women to get in line and train the youth for missionary work; 
they need the training, they want the job, they want the inspiration. 
That shall cause them to say, “Here am I, send me.” 


This is children’s year and we have not forgotten them for they 
have been on our mind first, last and always. 

Our Light Brigade Secretary has worked faithfully the last 
twelve months and the work is becoming more interesting. 

We recall the. book studied a few years ago, “The Child in the 
Midst.” It portrayed the child in the home, at play, at school, at wor- 
ship, and at work with Christ. Christmas puts the child at the center 
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of the picture and that is one of the great achievements of Christmas 
for the world. Diplomacy puts the shrewd old man at the center of 
the picture. Wars put the young men at the center. The shrewd old 
men and the brave young men give place for the time of the shining 
eyes of the little babies who have the whole adventure of living yet be- 
fore them. It would be good for us all if we could keep the child in 
the center of the missionary circle so that in the future our work 
will not falter. Let our training for them become a noble and pro- 
ductive training, when the child is really at the center of our thought, 
and we plan processes of training which will give it the largest and 
fullest life. 

The “Light Brigade” is so effectively organized as to include all 
children. Can we afford to let one child out? Let us keep the child 
at the center of the picture throughout the year. Then it can truly 
be said, “We have a Light Brigade in every congregation of the Iowa 
Synod.” 

When this message is read, the Salisbury Convention will be a 
thing of the past. I feel sure all these important topics and many 
more, will be brought out in a manner that means we must all have 
cooperative service. This is our motto for the coming year. 

It means cooperative service with the General Society, with Syn- 
odical society, with congregational societies, with pastors and every 
Lutheran man, woman and child in Iowa. Therefore, in all depart- 
ments of our active organizations let us come with Thanksgiving, to 
our Fiftieth Anniversary in 1925.

Several questions were sent out to the twenty Missionary So- 
cieites of our state and sixteen responded. -

enouga or do not cover the workings of individual societies. I have 
thought if each secretary could, through the year, keep a little report 
of their various activities of vital interest ,also any helps or sugges- 
tions and mail them to the Historian then I am sure reports would be 
better and cover the ground better and we could stress the things of 
help and importance and all would be helped in the carrying on of 
this important branch of Church work, so déar to the heart of the 
Christian women. : 

Ottumwa—Reported ten new members and one death, Mrs. Ed 
- Nelson, a charter m2mber. Ottumwa reports using “Japan on the 
Upward Trail.” Nearly all reported using the outline as found in 
the Lutheran Woman’s Work for lessons. Ottumwa also added a new 
member each month, also this has been the best year in work and in- 
terest and obligations to all things met. 

Muscatine—Reports eighty per cent attendance and all obligations 
met. No new members. 

Waterloo—Society was organized in 1923 and sends a fine re- 
port for a new organization, having a ninety-five per cent attend- 
ance, averaging three visitors at each meeting. Also had a returned 
missionary of China to address them.

All money sent to 
Japan. Public meetings held and fine interest and good program. 

Sioux City—Reports one death, Mrs. Margaret DeBeer, and the 
cuota to Schuff Memorial has been met.

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There seems to be a general decline and what the real reasons 
are is hard to determine, but the complaints seem to be in general, lack 
of proper leaders and lack of interest on the part of the Young Peo- 
pie. If I could only impress upon the mind of the Iowa Young Peo- 
ple that the Y. W. M. S. is one of the most interesting, educational 
and spiritual societies that we have in the Lutheran church today, 
and that the Young People would realize this and work harder for 
the betterment of their societies, I would be happy in knowing the 
work in this department was not all in vain. I think one of the chief 
reasons is this: the young people now think that the Missionary So- 
c.ety of today is the same old cut and dried Missionary Society of 
fifty years ago. If they would stop to consider for one moment that 
the Missionary Societies have advanced along with everything else of 
the present day and age they would abolish this idea. Let us hope 
and pray we can put this fact across to them during the coming year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CO-ORDINATION 


According to the Report of the Committee on Resolutions two years ago 
the duties of the Committee on Co-ordination were indicated to be: To study 
the problems of our organized activities within the Synod and bring them under 
the supervision of Synod and aid them by advice, sympathy, and helpful as- 
sistance to perfect their program and enlarge their usefulness for the Church. 

In obeyance to this resolution the Committee on Co-ordination made a be- 
ginning in the work, and hereby submits a report for the past year. 

A Sunday School contest was conducted among the schools of the Synod, 
based upon the average attendances. The effort was made to take away the 
usual bad flavor of such contests by emphasizing the aim of mutual helpful- 
ness and encouragement. Bulletins were sent out each month showing the 
standing of the schools. Twenty-four schools of the Synod were enlisted in 
the work. Testimonies from the various schools indicate that the work was 
well received, and in all of the reports there was a fine, fraternal spirit mani- 
fested. Some of the schools were greatly stimulated by the contest, and, 
we believe, that all of them were benefited. We are happy to report that 
Fernald took the final honors for this year. Their school advanced from a 
starting average of 44 to an average in September of 78. For the winning 
School the Committee has selected a Loving Cup, fitly inscribed. The thought 
of the Committee is that this Cup shall remain in the possession of the winning 
school one year, and then go into the possession of the winning school for the 
following year. The school that wins the contest twice will retain the cup. 

The Committee recommends the continuation of the work with such new 
features that the Committee may see fit to add. The Committee realizes that 
the work of Co-ordination is only begun but that it is a fruitful field for work 
if properly developed.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


Another year noted for its successful achievement has closed and Car- 
thage College has opened its doors for this present year of service in the 
Master's Kingdom. We, as your representatives on the College Board, 
present the following items of interest: 


1. It is not out of place here to emphasize the standing which Car- 
thage has maintained during the past year. She continues to hold her place 
on the approved list of the Association of American Universities and also 
on the list of the Association of University women. Carthage is the small- 
est college to be found on the latter list. 


2. Last spring a class of 45 was graduated, with Hon. Henry Rath- 
bone and Mrs. Francis Gilchrist Wood delivering the addresses. This year 
we will graduate close to fifty. The number in the class at present being 
_ forty-seven. 
Carthage continues to run with an annual deficit. This will be done away 
with and Carthage will be placed on a sound financial basis with the meet- 
ing of the Denhart and Rockefeller Foundation offers. The campaign to 
meet the Denhart offer by the collection of pledges made and the securing 
of others will be made this fall. The representative of the College will 
present this matter further. 


4. The Hancock County drive to raise $125,000 to meet the Rocke- 
feller offer toward endowment fund was fully met by February first, 1923. 
The work was done by Dr. Hoover and Rev. Arbaugh assisted by a com- 
mittee of business men. These men entered into the spirit of the campaign 
with such enthusiasm, that they promised to secure an additional subscrip- 
tion of $10,000 to allow for shrinkage; much of this has been secured. The 
result of this campaign was to create the finest spirit toward Carthage Col- 
lege that has ever existed in town and county. 


5. The faculty is now composed of 29 persons. An Alumni Secretary 
has been secured in the person of Rev. Clarence Hightower who is now in 
the work. The faculty is made up of scholars of the highest order. The 
Music faculty is one of the best the institution has ever had. 
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6. The present enrollment in the college has increased while the acad- 
emy shows a loss of 10. The enrollment would have been much larger 
had. we had a secretary to make a canvass for students. As it was we 
have more than held our own and the future in this respect seems bright. 

7. The College is facing a crisis in her career. It is hard to see what 
lies before unless the church meets Mr. Denhart’s offer. At least our 
work will be more than crippled for years to come. Help Carthage to 
serve the church.

REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE REPRESENTATIVE 


I come to you as the mouth piece of the Iowa Synodical L. to present for 
your consideration, the Luther League’s problems. 

Last year at the Synodical Convention in Sioux City, the Luther League 
of Iowa gained speaking acquaintance with the Synod of Iowa when the 
Luther League was voted in as the official young peoples’ organization of thie 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa. So far this change has made little, if 
any materfal difference to either organization in its output of Christian actiy- 
ity, but it has opened the way whereby, the L. L. Executive Committee believes, 
much more effective work can be done through the young people. To promote 
ithis work, the Luther League hopes at this Synodical Convention to establish 
‘co-operative relations between the Luther League of Iowa and Synod. 

The Luther League is the means for training the young people of the 
church for Christian work. Its motto is “Of the church, By the church, For 
the church.” The league does not exist to attain any selfish ends. It is not a 
fraternity or a clique. It is a means towards an end. The league gives every 
young person the chance to find himself. Business meetings make appeals 
to latent executive powers and stimulate initiative powers and stimulate initia- 
tive and originality for earning money and helping the pastor in his work. In 
social meetings the young people learn to be real friends of other young people 
of their church in a democratic fashion. At the devotional meetings they are 
trained to express their views on social, intellectual and religious matters. 

The Luther League is the only organization in the church that thus aims 
to develop the lives of the young people through a regular systematic program 
of business, sccial and devotional meetings and to develop them for service 
in the church. 
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The league has not been altogether successful in carrying out its work, but 
it is true that where the league accomplishes its purpose the success of the 
‘church is assured. Where the league fails, young people drop from the church 
and carry with them her future life. I have no statistics at hand, but I know 
from reports of the extension committee and the corresponding secretary of the 
Iowa Luther League that there are some Iowa churches with no Luther Leagues, 
many with struggling leagues and few with prosperous leagues. At the recent 
league conventions, the general feeling has been that Lutheran young people 
are dropping out of league activities. Socials draw big crowds, but business 
and devotionals are poorly supported. Under such conditions, it is evident that 
the Lutheran church in Iowa for the future will have to depend on adult ac- 
qWuisitions to carry on her work. 

Can we Lutherans permit this inefficient system to be our main source for 
recruits in Christian service? The Iowa Luther League has met a crisis. We 
need help to solve our problems. I will now present to you the plans the 
state Executive Committee has made to meet this crisis and a general resume 
of the league’s activities. Later I will present to you ‘in: specific form some 
problems which Synod can help us to solve and which when solved, will mean 
a stronger working Lutheran church. 

The Iowa Luther League is a member of L. L. of America. This national 
organization has outlined a three-fold program for league activities: education, 
life service and missions. Each department has its national secretary who com- 
municates to the local leagues through the Luther League Review, the official 
publication of the L. L. of America. In harmony with this national program, 
the chairman of ‘the Ex. Com. of the L. L. of Iowa, Miss Evelyn Johnson of 
Des Moines, has appointed commissions for each department who are to plan 
the work for Iowa and to work through corresponding commission in the local 
leagues. I have at hand, a tentative program of work for each of these com- 
missions. I will not take time to read. 

To further develop league work, the following standards were set up for 
league work at the 1923 Convention in Nevada. 


Standard for Local Luther Leagues 


1. The holding of devotional. meetings, preferably weekly, but at least 
monthly, at which the L. L. topics are used. 

2. Average attendance 50% of resident members. 

3. Every active member taking part at least once each quarter. 

4. Regular monthly business and social meetings at least nine months out 
ut the year. 
5. The cause of the ministry and deaconess work to be presented at least 
once a year to the League. This shall be a definite appeal for recruits. 

6. 100% of active members reading the Bible daily. 

7. 100% of active members weekly church attendants. 

8. Letters from Synodical League officers answered promptly. 
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9. Synodical L. L. dues paid quarterly. 

10. At least one delegate to all L. L. conventions. 

The keeping of any seven of these points shall entitle a league to be termed 
a “Standard League.” 

The keeping of all ten shall place a league on the “Banner Roll”. 

In regard to the general work of the L. L. of Iowa, the following thing 
may be mentioned. 

The league supports an annual convention, providing the executive com- 
“mittee pays most of its own expenses, such as railroad fares, postage and in- 
cidentals. The programs are carefully planned and seem to be helpful to arouse 
enthusiasm at least for the time being. But of course the program committee 
is more or less hampered because of lack of funds for bringing in specialists 
in Luther League work and in planning more extensive working program. 
Only part of the local leagues affiliate with the state organization so the 
numbers are necessarily small, another factor which detracts from Conven- 
tion spirit. 

The league publishes a state paper The Iowa Index. Its small circula- 
tion is due to the limited financial resources of its editor. 

The league’s available resources are dues, convention fees and collections. 
The greater amount of this money is spent to maintain membership in the 
National Organization in return for which we are able 1—to get all Luther 
League literature below cost of production and 2—presence of the National 
General Secretary at our conventions. On the remaining portion, the Ex. 
Committee has tried to maintain the state organization. As a result the Ex. 
Com. has had to sorely irritate the local leagues by making assessments, or 
by financing the state organization itself, to a large extent, and finally leaving 
the treasurer’s book to the incumbent officer with a significant balance on the 
left hand side of the ledger. 

The Luther League of Iowa is now at a standstill. There is much work 
for it to do but the league like the ancient Hebrews is trying to make bricks 
without straw. Synod is the one body that holds in its hands the power to 
make the State L. L. function properly to fulfill its high calling. 

Following are the requests that the league has to make: 

1. That Synod manifest its recognition of the Luther League as an auxil- 
iary body. . . 

a—By recommending that pastors support and attend league conven- 
tions. 

b—By printing the minutes of league conventions with those of Synod. 

c—By recommending or requiring that local organizations affiliate with 
the Synodical organization. 

d—By instructing the Missionary Supt. to establish L. L. in conjunc- 
tion with all new churches. ; 

2. That Synod recommend some plausible means for adequately financing 
the Synodical L. L. (Other denominations make allowance for financing their 
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young people’s work in their annual budgets. It must be remembered that most 
Luther Leaguers are not earning money.) 

3. That Synod pass judgment on the work planned and done by the 
league. 

The L. L. Ex. Com. will welcome and act upon any criticisms or sug- 
gestions offered by Synod. 

In closing, I would say, that as we look forward to further uniting Luth- 
eran Synods of America may we not first set our own house in order? The 
church needs the Luther League. Will Synod not help to solve her problems?

Motion prevailed to adjourn. Synod led in prayer: by Rev. D. P. Bair. 


Wednesday Evening Sessions 


At 6:15 p. m. Wednesday, the Brotherhood Banquet was held in the 
basement of the church. Greetings were given by J. O. Simon, D. D., and 
addresses were made by J. Frank Heilman, D. Di, and Dr. C. W. Wassam 
of the University of Iowa. This was a splendid meeting, thoroughly en- 
joyed by the large crowd that was present. 

At 7:45 p. m. an Anniversary Service of the Sunday School and Luther 
League was held. An address was made by Rev. Paul R. Clouser of 
Valley Junction on “Strengthening the Local Church through the Luther 
League,” and by A. B. Leamer, D. D., on “Strengthening the Local Church 
through the Sunday School.” The Sunday School Trophy which was won 
by the Fernald Sunday School, was presented by President C. N. Swihart. 
The service was conducted by Rev: D. P. Bair. S. M. Lesher led in prayer. 


Third Session 


The Thursday morning Matin Service was held at 8:30 o’clock and 
was conducted by J. Frank Heilman, D. D., who also brought a splendid 
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message on the theme—“Progressive Communion.” W. C. Blancke, D. D 
led in prayer. 

The Synod then convened in its third session at 9:30 a. m., Thursday, 
and was opened with prayer by Rev. George F. Weissling. 

The minutes of the last session were read and adopted. 

A motion was made and carried that Rev. E. Walter, Superintendent 
of Tabitha Home, be received as an advisory member of Synod and be ac- 
corded the privilege of addressing the Synod. 

The Report of the Mission Committee was read by Rev. Paul J. Ger- 
berding, Superintendent of Missions, and adopted. 


REPORT OF THE MISSION COMMITTEE 


Dear Brethren: 

Another Synodical year has gone and as a Synod we have gathered 
together to thank God for all His benefits, for His showers of blessings 
and for the part we have been privileged to play in the strengthening and 
upbuilding of His Kingdom. 

A congregation or a Synod is progressive and successful in proportion 
to its missionary activities. There are two simple but vital and funda- 
mental requirements that must be faithfully performed to reach the de- 
sired success. They are divinely given and they carry with them a Divine 
promise. They also form a partnership declaration. Our part is to “plant” 
‘and “water,” then and not until then does God do His part, which is to 
“add the increase.” Our own Synod is a vivid example of the truth of 
these things. 

When I was installed as Synodical Superintendent, the need of such a 
person was impressed upon the minds of the audience by a statement of 
one of the speakers. As I remember it, it was as follows: “During our 
existence we have had 76 organizations, 31 of which are still living.’ Think 
what a power our Synod would be today if each of the 76 congregations 
had been ‘‘watered” properly and thus have received “the increase” and 
had grown into large, influential churches. 


For almost seven years your Superintendent has been compelled to 
give the great bulk of his time to the needy established congregations. A 
year ago he was ready to begin a new Mission in one of our promising 
cities but when the “S. O. S.” appeal came from Tipton, through their 
delegates, the plans were altered and he was directed to take charge of 
Tipton, for the Committee thought it better to save an old historic con- 
gregation than to start an entirely new work. Thus, October 21, 1922, 
found him on the field. He visited every family and worked or “cultivated” 
the congregation and others. The people began to return and to take cour- 
age. In less than eight months the congregation had returned to its vigor 
and strength of years ago. Every department became really active and 30, 
including 10 children, were added to the membership. The interior of the 
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church was somewhat remodeled. Instead of having no chancel or altar. 
‘a choir loft was built on the side, a Lutheran chancel made and a beautiful 
Gothic altar, in kéeping with the windows, was installed. The pews were 
rearranged so as to give a center aisle leading to the altar. The proper 
colored velvet hangings for the various seasons of the church year were 
secured for the pulpit and lecturn. The Common Service Hymnal was in- 
troduced and the apportionment was paid regularly and in full. A happier, 
more cheerful and active congregation would be hard to find anywhere. 
Rev. George W. Weissling became the regular pastor on the 9th of June, 
at an increase of $300.00 in salary. He and his able bride filled the needs 
ot the field éxceedingly well and reports reaching us are of the very best. 


Rev. R. M. Badger is our new pastor at Dubuque. He was installed 
by the Superintendent on January the 7th. ‘A large audience was present 
both morning and evening and from reports we have, all reason to believe 
that Rev. Badger is the right man in the right place. The congregation 
has let the contract for a parsonage. 

Rev. Fred shrick, pastor at Ottumwa, sends the most encouraging 
reports we have received from this field for several years. Twenty-five 
have been added to the church and the Sunday School average attendance 
has been more than doubled. The amout of aid for the coming year has 
been reduced $70.00. Their payments on apportionment have increased 
about five times over last year. Rev. Shirck is very diligent in his pastoral 
visitations. 

Rev. J. W. Peterson of Missouri Valley, reports that he has quite a 
number of prospective new members but they seem to be waiting for the 
new church. - 

The plans are in the hands of the architect. When the badly needed 
new church becomes a reality we may rightly expect much greater pro- 
gress. The apportionment is paid monthly and in full. The Missionary- 
Aid Society of some 40 members is a great help. 

St. Mark’s, Davenport, Rev. M. A. Getzendaner, pastor, continues to 
forge forward. Sixty-two were added to the membership, the amount of 
aid reduced $30.00, and the salary increased $300.00. The apportionment 
is paid in full and the indebtedness has been reduced $3,650.00. The Sun- 
day School numbers 295. 

Muscatine, Rev. T. F. Weiskotten, pastor, is in somewhat the condition 
that Iowa Falls was last year. They have no church of their own in 
which to worship and the various departments are working at a great dis- 
advantage, but brighter days are coming. The foundation of the new 
church is laid and the corner stone is to be laid on the 14th. The new 
building will give the congregation her rightful place among the other 
churches of the city. Rev. Weiskotten and his congregation deserves a 
great deal of credit for their heroic work. 

Fort Madison became vacant on the first of this month. The congre- 
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gation was hit very hard by the railroad shopmen’s strike more than a 
year ago but it is recovering nicely. Many of the old members have moved 
away but new ones have been added. Pastor Gent left the congregation 
in splendid working condition and the one thing needful is the right kind 
of a successor to continue the good work. 

Rev. Paul R. Clouser, pastor at Valley Junction, reports a very good 
year, regardless of the strike. A number have been lost but they have a 
net gain of three. The church has been cleared of all interest bearing 
debts and improvements have been made amounting to about $600.00. 
The amount of aid for the coming year has been reduced $50.00 and the 
salary increased $120.00. The pastor has a large list of prospective mem- 
bers. 

Iowa Falls, Rev. J. M. Herbst, pastor, is enjoying the new church. 
Since entering it the congregation, has again returned to its normal working 
conditions. The Sunday School has grown encouragingly and numbers 
75. The parsonage has been painted and the front has been enlarged. A 
cement sidewalk has been laid on the north side of the property and a 
garage has been built.. A large catechetical class is expected this fall. The 
benevolence has been paid in full. 

Waterloo, Rev. Leland H. Lesher, pastor, is optimistic and moving 
forward. Although the congregation has been assessed $2,150.00 for street 
paving during the past two years, yet they reduced their amount of aid 
$100.00 for the coming year and paid $100.00 on their debt to the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension. The salary has been increased 
$50.00 and the membership was increased by 22 adults and nine infants by 
baptism. Rev. Lesher writes “our financial year is the best in the history 
of the church. A flourishing Missionary Siciety was organized recently 
which we consider a step forward indeed. We paid our benevolence in full 
for the year and were the first congregation to do so in the Synod.” Let 


us add, continued success is sure to follow where such a spirit abounds. 
Watch Waterloo. 


Last, but by no means least, we come to one of the oldest parishes 
in the Synod. We refer to Princeton-Pleasant Valley. Let us give you 
the words of the pastor, Rev. I. O. Miller: “Princeton and Pleasant Valley 
ask to be excused from receiving any further shekels from the Mission 
Board. Further they increase the pastor’s salary. They also appreciate 
the help they have had. Benevolence paid to date.” 


“At Pinceton we have shingled the church roof, vested the choir, use 
processional and recessional and the full service, improved the parsonage 
grounds, paid off $500.00 on the parsonage debt, and are at present kelly- 
stoning and remodeling and repainting the old brick church for a funeral 
chapel and place for anniversary services. All of which is already pro- 
vided for, over $500.00.” We heartily congratulate this old parish. 

From this brief report of our Missions, we believe that all will gladly 


> 
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agree that a more hopeful and heartful set of Missions would be hard to 
find in any Synod. Let us do honor to those to whom it is due and ever 
uphold and encourage our faithful and heroic Missionaries who are laying 
the foundations for future strength and greatness.

The first service of our new Mission on East 33rd Street, 
Des Moines, was held last Sunday morning. A large pleasant room in 
an old sanitarium has been secured for the services. The prospects for 
future growth are very encouraging. Sixty-four were present at the first 
service and as the Mission is located in a large unchurched district it is al- 
most certain that we shall soon have one of the largest Sunday Schools in 
the Synod. The organization of the congregation shall take place as soon 
as fifty or more have signed the charter membership list. Tipton provided 
the church books and a large pulpit Bible.

REPORT OF TABITHA HOME 
Brethren: 


Handicapped by our greatest difficulty—want of room—we have been 
unable to respond to the many urgent calls upon us for service of love. 
Further growth and development was thus made impossible. We give © 
thanks unto the Lord, however, for His abundant blessing upon the work 
that we could do. Ninety-eight persons were sheltered and cared for in 
the home during the past year. 


Orphanage Department 


The number of children was 48. Twenty-eight boys and 20 girls. 
Nineteen were received, 11 boys and 8 girls. Thirteen were dismissed, 6 
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boys and 7 girls. In the home at the present time there are 42 children, 
25 boys and 17 girls. Considerable sickness among the children during 
the winter months caused much extra work and expense. Two of our 
boys, Leonard Klattenhoff and Floyd French, were seriously ill with pneu- 
monia; again the Lord answered our prayers and spared their lives. We 
still can say that no death has occured in our orphanage department. One- 
third of our children are very small. Several of them are mere _ babies, 
which means that there is sufficient work for our three helpers in the 
orphanage department. 

We regret to report that Sister Ida’s health began to fail and that she 
had to return to the Motherhouse. Sister has been under a physician’s 
care ever since and is slowly improving. When she will return cannot be 
said at this time. Miss Caroline Dumler and her two gssistants has been 
given charge of the orphanage. ' 


Aged Department 


Took care of 50 persons during the past year; 28 men and 22 women. 
The following aged died: Mrs. Louis Hoppe, 84; Mrs. Elizabeth Ott, 90; 
Mr. Geo. Lutjeluschen, 56; Mrs. Anna K. Easterly, 69; Josephine Nellis, 
84; B. Hobson, 86; August Waldman, 76. Mr. and Mrs. Ruder left the 
home at the end of the probation period. Ten were received: Miss Maggie 
Ewald, 80, Nevada, Iowa; Mrs. Anna K. Easterly, paralyzed and entirely 
helpless, 69, Dixon, Ill.; Mrs. De Edwards, Omaha, Nebr., 83; Mr. Carl 
Senne, 74, Emerald Nebr.; Paul David Thomas crippled, epilectic, and feeble- 
minded, an orphaned son of the late Rev. J. W. Thomas, Camden, Ind., 34; 
Mr. and Mrs. Ruder of Otoe City, Nebr.; Mathilda Grotofend, Hong Kong, 
China, Missionary in a German Lutheran Foundling Home for 28 years, 
74; Mrs. Rose Kendall, Lincoln, Nebr., 65; Miss Sina Anderson, Dakota 
City, Nebr., 48. Forty-three aged are in the Home at the present time, 
25 men, 18 women. 

Ten of our aged are past the four score year mark. Mother Meier 
was 91 on the 17th day of this month. Mr. Embody and Mr. Riley are 
doing good work in the broom shop. The profit from the sale of brooms 
is small, but it keeps our blind men busy. Mr. Eruck and Mrs. Strobel 
take care of the livestock. Mr. Sinn and Mr. Krug do the garden work 
‘and do it well. Mr. Slatten and Mr. Bayer help the men in the broom 
shop and garden and do other work that they are able to do. Mr. Senne 
does some shoe repairing. Some of the ladies do sewing and mending, 
peeling potatoes and other light housework. Only a few of the women 
are able to work. 


Employees 


Not including the Superintendent and his assistant, Sister Eva, there 
are 12 female and 3 male employees in the home at the present time. Four 
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take care of the’aged and helpless, three in the orphanage department, two 
in the dining-room, two cooks, one laundress, one to take care of the 
ironing, engineer and fireman. 

Repairs 

Only a few repairs were inade. Some new floors were laid, several 

rooms were painted and some necessary repairs in the boiler house had to 
be hade. 

Finances 


Total amount from entrance fees and board for children is $5,535.00. 
Solicited by the Superintendent and received at the home office $4,946.46. 
United Lutheran Church $12,800.30. District Synods in the Tabitha Home 
Territory $4,878.42.. District Synods outside the territory $1,612.06. East 
Penn. alone gave $1,476.00. Total $30,707.47. Four gave less: German 
Nebr., California, Wartburg, and Synod of the Northwest. The German 
Nebr. Synod, however, favored the new building fund more than the gen- 
eral fund. 

Receipts from the United Lutheran Church will be only $9,000.00 for 
the next two years. 

Bequests and Legacies 


We received the following bequests and legacies during the year: Be- 
quests by Mrs. Peterson, Salina, Kansas, Kansas Synod, $3,988.00. Mrs. 
Clark, Verdon, Nebr., Nebraska Synod, $1,000.00. Wm. Gosker, Fontanelle, 
Nebr., German Nebraska Synod, $1,000.00. Mr. J. Nehls, Chapman, Nebr., 
German Nebraska Synod, $500.00. Total $6,998.00. Tabitha Home has 
also a share in two bequests which await the adjustment by the court. 
One by a member of Dr. Turkle’s church in Pittsburg, Pa., the other from 
a member of our church at Logansport, Ind. 

The new building fund campaign within the church was not as suc- 
cessful as we hoped it would be. It may be termed a failure. Many other 
campaigns were carried on at the same time, and many appeals for other 
worthy causes of the Church were the cause for a small number of re- 
sponses to our appeal. The superintendent’s personal solicitations for this 
fund have been fairly successful.

We also presented the cause to one congregation in the Wartburg Synod 
and one in the Kansas Synod. Total amount in the new building fund, 
$8,357.66. And about $3,000.00 in pledges. 

One hundred one persons in the one building at present. Eighty-five - 
inmates and 16 employees.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF NACHUSA ORPHANAGE 


Your trustee of the Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage would submit the fol- 
lowing report: 1—We are caring for 29 children at present, 12 girls and 17 
boys, whose age is ranged from 5 to 17 years. Seven children have been 
dismissed and 3 received during the current year. Various applications have 
been refused. 2—The health of the children has been excellent. One of God’s 
blessings too has been, that in the 20 years history of the home, not one death 
has occurred among the children. 3—Marked intellectual progress has been 
made by all the children, Last May, five graduated from the eighth grade 
school. All of these have entered and are attending High School at Dixon. 
We also have one child in the Sophomore Class of the same school. In addi- 
tion to the regular school work a systematic course of religious instruction is 
given by the present teacher. 4—New equipment consisting of an auto-truck, 
air-compressor, and a new motor were purchased. The interior of the super- 
intendent’s home was redecorated. The cost of these improvements was about 
$1,000.00. 5—The home was constantly supplied with fresh vegetables from 
our own garden, and truck patch. The farm has very bountifully supplied 
products of God’s bounty and willing hands. Two hundred and ninety bushels 
of potatoes have been placed in the cellar for the winter supply. The splendid 
response to our appeal for harvest home donations last fall, decreased our 
living expenses considerably and the indications are that this year the re- 
sponse will be quite as large. 6—Before the death of Miss Caroline Iseman 
of the Oxford Junction pastorate, she willed the sum of $2,000.00 in securi- 
ties, to the home; and some time during the year 1924 said sum ought to be 
available for any needful purpose. 

The future welfare of Nachusa Orphanage has never feat as bright as 
it is at the present time. The Lord has blessed the work, the church at large 
is doing for her needy children. With the continued interest and prayerful help 
of the churches on the Nachusa territory, we believe she will soon_ occupy 
a place, where she can yet render a greater service to God and our church. 
The superintendent’s work is worthy of commendation; and many commend- 
able advances have been attained during the present year.

The United Lutheran Church in America met in its Third Biennial 
‘ Convention, at Holy Trinity Church, Buffalo, N. Y., October 17-25, 1922. 
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Because of the illness of the President, Dr. F. H. Knubel, the opening 
sermon prepared by him was read by the Secretary, Dr. M. G. G. Scherer. 

The Convention was called to order on Wednesday morning, on Oc- 
tober the 18th, by Dr. J. A. Clutz, who on account of the absence of the 
President, was appointed by the Executive Board to preside at the opening 
of the Convention. ‘ 

- As the minutes of the Convention are printed and available to all 
those who are interested enough to have a copy, it is unnecessary to bur- 
den the minutes with a lengthy report 

One of the things that impresses one from the-Central or extreme 
West is that many of the Eastern brethren have not gotten the vision 
and still linger within the confines of the Thirteen Original Colonies. They 
have not seen this wonderful Mississippi Valley and the Great West with 
all its possibilities. 

It was an interesting debate when the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension brought in their resolution to reconsider the action of 
the Synod two years, directing the Board to relocate the offices in the city 
of Chicago, Ill., and that they be permitted to locate the Executive Offices 
in Philidelphia, Pa. . 

It was also gratifying to know that there are men in the East who 
are able and willing to take a broad view, who have had a vision of West- 
ern opportunities and desire to serve the whole Church. 

‘Taking everything into consideration it was a harmonious convention. 
Where great men are assembled and great questions are under consid- 
eration there will be differences of opinion and earnest debate, but we 
would not have it otherwise. Men who have opinions that are worth while 
are going to contend for them, and they should, this is what brings out 
fair adjustments. . 

It is gratifying that the three merged bodies of Lutherans can work 
so nicely together in one great body, and be interested only in the sal- 
vation of souls.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT 


Dear Co-Workers :— 

Through continued mercies and blessings of our Heavenly Father, we 
are permitted to assemble in this, our forty-ninth annual convention. And for 
all the joys which come from Christian service and for the results which have 
attended our labors during the past year, it is only fitting that we render to 
Him our gratitude for all His goodness and immeasurable opportunities. And 
as we are on the threshold of another year, we pray that the Holy Spirit may 
guide us that we may plan wisely and well for the great work and future de- 
velopment and growth throughout our congregations in the Synod of Iowa. We 
are taught in the Good Book that we may profit by past experiences; may this 
convention be a time of heart-searching and prayer of vision and consecration, 
that the coming of Christ’s Kingdom may be hastened. 

We are all so busy that we seem to be living several years in one, but even 
with all extra calls upon our time and service, we cannot allow our promises 
of life long innterest in missionary work to abate one particle. 

All reports so far have been encouraging. We have not had the gain in 
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Light Brigade organization that we should like to see but we believe after our 
delegates listen to Mrs. E. C. Cronk’s address they will go home with a de- 
termination to organize a Light Brigade in every congregation. 

If one small part of a great machine does not do its part the whole ma- 
chine goes badly; just a small burr may hinder the work and delay results. 
So in the well planned machinery of our organization. Light Brigade, Boy’s 
Brigade, Young People, all these will fit into the great machine, the Women’s 
Missionary Society, leaving no gap, thus giving strength, time, talents, energy 
and ambition to accomplish the work so badly needed for the spread of the 
Kingdom. | 

The report of the Young Women’s organizations is very good indeed. Our 
untiring and energetic secretary has gotten in touch with all the societies on 
her list keeping them well informed of the general work. She was instrumental 
in organizing four new societies; her report will be listened to later. 

Three new congregational societies were organized,—Waterloo, Iowa Falls 
and Manly. The latter is our baby society organized with 19 charter mem- 
bers. We wish to thank the friends who were instrumental in effecting these 
splendid and substantial organizations. 

We should like to see in all of our societies better co-operation with the 
officers and department secretaries. When a letter is written to us from any 
one office, let us sit down at once and answer the inquiry, then full reports can 
be sent promptly to our general officers and secretaries. This is just a gentle 
reminder as we would like our Synodical society to make the best showing 
possible. 

We are glad to note that more mission study classes are being formed 
and more societies observing the Lenton Season of Prayer. These are seasons 
when our women are in deep thought and prayer when we may expect a gracious 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon us and our work. 


We greatly appreciate the presence and hlpful influence of Miss Flora 
Prince, Springfield, Ohio, who is treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the 
General Society. If there is any problem to be solved in the money disburse- 
ment, Miss Prince will be glad to enlighten us. Mrs. Cronk, too, will be with 
us and help create an enthusiastic missionary atmosphere which will produce 
results. 

This year our Christmas offering will be used for the Girls’ School in Japan. 

Not much as yet, has been learned of our Missionaries in Japan, but latest 
reports are to the effect that all are safe. The Board does not think the terri- 
ble earthquake will hamper its plans. How thankful we should be that there 
was no loss of life among our missionaries over there. You will remember 
that the special object of the Women’s Missionary Society for the biennium 
1922-24 is the Girls’ School in Japan. Every member is expected to give not 
less than fifty cents this coming year as last year for this much needed work in 
Japan. 

What a great day is opening up for our Lutheran Churches. Yes, for all 
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Protestant Churches. We refer to the first Lutheran Conference which opened 
August 19th, 1923, at Eisenach, Germany. Many delegates came from many 
lands and with many tongues. The essential unity of the Lutheran Church all 
over the world is one of the most distinct impressions gained by the delegates 
of the first world Lutheran convention. Dear friends, there is nothing we 
want so much and so unremittingly as a really Christian world. We know that 
is a pretty large program but we do not see how any real Christian can see a 
goal of spiritual aspiration any where this side of a world that is truly Chris- 
tian. Yes, we can have a part in it and when we have done our best to have 
all know Him, then indeed can the world sing witn us “All Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name, Let angels prostrate fall; Bring forth the royal diadem 
and crown Him Lord of All.” 


It seemed strange that as great plans were being made for world wide 
vision, there should come to us a letter form across the sea, a letter from Miss 
Ellen Schuff, Repalle, India. Many of you will remember Miss Schuff as an 
Iowa woman who was educated for missionary work supported by the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa.

A few months before Miss Schuff returned to India in 1921 certain things 
happened in Rapalle, Inddia, which caused some of the missionaries to realize 
the great need of the work to be carried on there, and on her return, Miss 
Schuff was assigned to the new field. It did not take long to see the great 
need and opportunity to gather some into the Kingdom. The need to carry on 
the work is great and especially in the building of the Girls’ Hostel. 

Often wishing that the women of Iowa had a joint interest with her in 
something special in India, and since it was they who made it possible for 
her to go out under the Lutheran Board, she has asked that the members of the 
Iowa Synodical Missionary Society give the needed amount for the building 
of this Hostel. What work could be more in keeping with the very spirit of 
our teaching, giving us a vision of a life-work and a chance to develop initiative 
and idividual work. “Where there is no vision, the people perish’, said the old 
prophet. 

“The most wonderful thing in all the world, that can come to me or you, 
is to have, as we journey the pathway of life, some beautiful dream come true”. 
Have we prayed for larger visions? Yes, we have. Now what are we going 
to do about it? Prayer without work is dead. The prayer we. pray and the 
life we live must square. There is no prayer God would rather answer than 
the one that takes us from an easy place to a hard one. This is true of our own 
home work. How often do we hear, “I would like to be a leader for the 
Light Brigade, Young Women and Women’s sccieties, in the Sunday School 
class, but: I am not fitted for the place.” We need not to be teachers or preach- 
ers, but just willing to do our best and God will do the rest. Where love is, 
there the Holy Spirit is. 

It was Christmas. The teacher had distributed oranges to her pupils. She 
told them how tmrany boys and girls there are in the world who never heard of 
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Jesus 4nd that we must help to send missionaries to tell them. A little boy 
brought his orange forward and said he would give that. It was only an 
orange and he gave it. “What hast thou in thine hand?” Let us go home, dear 
friends, with a new determination and say, “Here am I, Lord, use me.” 

Leadership? Yes, the Church has a right to look to us for leadership of 
the spirit which animates the religious awakening in the child, young people 
and all with whom we come in contact. 

Let me remind you of the splendid recommendations made last year by 
our worthy retiring president, Mrs. A. B. Leamer. They have much to do 
with the work in the coming few years and we heartily endorse them again. 

“Ist—That the extension of cur work be prayerfully continued until we 
realize our Watchwords,—A Women’s Society in every congregation in Iowa’ 
and a Light Brigade in every Missionary Society.” 

2nd—That we have an annual campaign for members. 

3rd—That each society enlarge its subscription list to Lutheran Woman’s 
Work. 

4th—That we faithfully observe the first week ot Lent as a “Week of 
prayer and self-denial” fcr missions. 

5th—That every society make prompt quarterly and annual reports to their 
respective Synodical officers and Department secretaries. 

6th—That the ten cents per capita annual Synodical fee and the ten cents 
annual Travel Fund be paid regularly with the July quarter. 

7th—That during the Lenten season each woman’s society endeavor to con- 
duct a mission study class.” 

Gratefully acknowledging God’s help and blessing during the past, we 
press forward with earnest expectations of His continued favor and a deter- 
mination to attempt even greater things for the extension of the Kingdom of 
His dear Son.

Peipuste admit that sitcis with a great deal of reluctance that J am 
making this report because of the fact: that.it is far different than the 
report I offered-last year. This year I have a different report to make 
in that I cannot report an increase in membership or interest in the work. 
I cannot account for this condition unless it is for the following reasons. 
You will remember that at the first of the year I sent out, at the request 
of our General Superintendent, Mrs. Cronk, a quarterly report in duplicate. 
One copy was to be returned to me and the other to be sent to Mrs. 
Taylor. Out of the eleven Light Brigades in our Synod to whom these 
reports were sent only six sent the report as requested. Only two sent 
me the three quarterly reports. Out of eleven Light Brigades only five 
sent me their annual reports, so you see that with this seeming negligence 
on the part of the different superintendents, it makes it absolutely im- 
possible for me to make a consistent report at this time. 

Out of the small number that reported there are two that have com- 
plied with the request of Mrs. Cronk and myself and they have an enviable 
record. A record that can be equalled in any society if there is a _ desire 
to work and a feeling of responsibility to the younger generation of the 
church. These two are in Des Moines and Newton, Iowa. Newton re- 
ports that they not only have all points on efficiency made up which en- 
titles them to the gold star, but in addition to that they report two life 
memberships. This accomplishment also places them on the Honor Roll 
of the Society. An enviable record. Des Moines reports that they have 
eleven points made up which entitles them to a blue star. They will 
-make up the other necessary points for the gold star this coming year. 
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It is true that some reported to me telling of the reason that they 
weren't doing all that they should. Cedar Rapids lost their Superintendent 
by death. Others had various troubles that made it hard for them to ac- 
complish much this past year. But what about those that treated our re- 
quests indifferently? God will hold you responsible for your negligence. 

Mrs. Cronk has given her life to this work and we owe it to her 
to be prompt with our reports, even though we cannot feel our responsi- 
bility to God. 

Please do not think that I am scolding for I am not. TI) would feel 
that I had not done my full duty had I not given you the cold facts in 
this matter. My heart and soul is in the work and I am giving of my 
time and means to make it a success because I have the vision of what 
the future of our missionary work will be if we will all do our duty and 
educate the young people to the missionary idea. 

Let us all promise God that we will work harder this year for the 
success of the Light Brigade in Iowa. That we will hear from our Master 
on that last day “Well done, good and faithful servant, enter into the 
joy of thy lord.”

REPORT OF THE YOUNG WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
OF IOWA, 1923 


The Young People’s Societies have shown much improvement during 
the past year. I would like to give you the exact number of members, 
both active and Honorary, but due to the fact that I had so few answers 
to the questions I sent to each society, I am unable to give the figures. 
I would say though, that we have an approximate membership of about 
aro or 300; ; 

We have four new societies this year. They are: Iowa City, lowa 
Falls, Burlington and Pleasant Valley, making a total of thirteen societies 
altogether, which is 20. Pleasant Valley comes next. This is a live and 
wide-awake society and expect much good work from them this coming 
year. lIowa City is also active. I have been unable to secure a- full report 
on the society from Iowa Falls. I made a trip to Princeton with hopes 
of organizing a society but found all the girls too young. I am glad 
indeed to report these new societies and only wish I had a few more to 
report. My aim is to have a society in every congregation. . 

The reports I have received have been splendid and I am proud of 
them. Nevada has four life members. Clinton has also done good work 
and this reminds me of a clipping I found in the Lutheran Woman's 
Work as follows: The Young Women’s Society at Clinton, lowa, has 
been very busy making articles to be used by missionaries on the field. 
Little calico aprons with rick-rack on them were sent to one of our sta- 
tions in Africa. A box of hats, caps and summer dresses was (sent to 
Africa.. The girls also made hat holders which one of the missionaries 
gave to her pupils. They make these articles during the meetings and 
finish them up in their homes afterwards.’ This was very encouraging 
to the Clinton Society and if we would all do something like this I am 
sure it .would add interest in the society. From what I can. gathersall 
societies are using the Lutheran Woman’s Work swhich is fine and trust 
the new societies will follow suit. 

For the coming year I would like to see an increase in membership 
and also magazine subscriptions. Let us all bear this in mind. Wish to 
urge upon the delegates to insist upon their officers answering all re- 
ports and letters sent to them so we may have better reports at the end 
of the year. 

In closing wish to congratulate all societies upon the good work done 
this past year, and to give them my best wishes for another successful 
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year. Also wish to thank all those who have made this office a pleasure 
to me this past year. .
